ORE interesting, perbaps, 

than the final result, will 
bo the amount of interest 
the electors show today in 
going to the polls, The 
electoral roll now -exceeds 
16,000. A 60 per cent poll. 
would be gratifying, and 
anything above that, 
astonishing. 

Previous Urban Council polls 
have been disheartening . 
They have been marked, not 
by enthusiasm, but apathy. 
The fault, in part, may be 
attributed to the candidates

The following is the sequence 
of relevant events. The plainth? 
and Corporal MeComish, who at 
the time were aged 16 and 19 
years respectively, mel In 
December 1954 on a transport 
which was bringing service per- 
sonne! to this Colony. After 
their arrctval in the Colony the 
young couple continued to see 
each other and went out together, 
as a result of which the plaintiff, 
at least, became very attached 
to Corporal McComish — afd. 
according to her, they agreed in 
the latter part of February 1055, 
to marry cach other, 

Corporal MeComish denied in 
evidence that uny express agree- 
ment to that effect was made 
between them but he admitted 
that they had discussed marriage 
on several occasions, that he 
considered dhat an “understand- 
ing™ existed between them and 
thal he had asked the plaintiff to 
approach her parents for their 
consent for the plaintiff! and him 
do marry. 


Interview In Flat 
In Mareh 1955 sexual Inter- 
course occurred between the 
parties on one — the only oc- 
casion and shortly afterwards 
the plalntif? suspected that she 
was pregnant—a suspicion which 
was subsequently confirmed The 
plaintiff's mother found out 
about the plaintifs suspicion 
and on the evening of the 3rd 
May 1955 Corporal McComish 
attended at the flat of some 
neighbours of the plaintiff's 
parents, and he was interviewed 
by those neighbours in the pre- 
sence of the plaintiff's parents.

For Baby’s Sake 


According to McComish he 
hod met the plaintif® a few days 
before his Interview with her 
mother and told her that he was 
not going to marry her and fhat 
the plain received that in- 
formation without comment. 
The plalntit! deposed that she 
did = not remember — seeing 
McComish on the Sth May and 
that the first she Iknew that he

Informed Mother 


By a letter dated the 23rd 
May McCemsh  infurned the 
plaintiff's mother of the result 
of his enquiries und — stated 
that, while he was anxtous to 
marry the plaintiff, he felt that 
hu had no choloe but to post- 
pone the marrlage until he 
cane of age as $176 would be 
completely inadequate for him 
ty support a wif and baby, 

On the following evening 
Mrs Franklin forwarded that 
letter, or a copy, to Lieutensnt- 
General Sudgen, then Comman- 
der British Forces, Hongkong, 
under cover of u letter In which 
she expressed similar views ta 
those expressed by McComlsh 
but in language which, to put 
it mildly, wis lacking in 
restraint, 

To that letter, a reply, dated 
2nd June 1955 was received 
from General Sugden, stating 
thet there was no power to

Those rules, which are founded 
on the principte that one party
